FERTILISERS rox PBACH ORCHARDS. 


—The Prairie Farmer recently gave 
the experience of Michigan horticul- 
turists regarding over fertilization ol 
peach and pear trees. Dr. Gocssman 
of the Massachusetts Agricultural Col- 
lege, and Prof. Penhallow, of Howgh- 
ton Farm, after experimenting some 
years h,iVe fratthed the conclusion ex- 
pressed in the article referred to,' vlf. f 
that rank manures inducing rapid 
growth should not be applied to such 
trees became bf their liability to win- 
ter kill.

ant and continuous growlh, as distin- 
guished from arrest and consolidation 
of that already formed, while mineral 
manures favor consolidatiou rather 
than luxuriance. Or, to put it in 
another way, a characteristic effect of 
nitrogenous manures is to favor the 
tension of foliage, and to give it a 
depth of color, whereas that of Ihe 
mineral manures is lo tend to stem 
formation and production of seed." 


The rapid, luxuriant growth induced 


by nitrogenous manures continues late 
in the fall, and does not ripen sufficient- 
ly to stand cold winters, as raspberry 
canes growing late in autumn partially 
die back every season, 


In ihe experiments above noled 


several diseased trees were treated 
with different fertilizess and the only 
one that recovered wa* manured with 
muriate of potash, Dissolved bone 
and *ood ashes are also excellent, 
According to the New England farm- 
er, many Eastern peach growers, who 
had abandoned the business because 
of the uncertainty of the crop, in the 
light of these experiments are prepar- 
ing to set out new orchards,

monthly additions to 'the '"registry of 
British vessels shows that" 'ohaiigo. 
It 


is evinced in the fitot that the vessels 
now being added to the registry are of 
a very small tonnage compared to thojo 
which woro addod a year ago. In tho 
month reported on last by ,tho registrar 
(12 Iron and stool steamers wero added 
to tho registry of the United Kingdom, 
but tl^i net registered tonnage of those' 
was only 28,u9!J tons—not 600 tons 
each on the average, which Is far bo- 
low that usual at the time wo have re- 
ferred to, Of wood steamers, 
four 


woro added wlihln tho month, tho not 
tonnago bolng C>8 only, while of Iron 
•ailing vessels tho 6 that woro added 
wero of 5,521 tons not, anil tho wooden 
sailing vessels added woro of 1,688 tons 
net. 
It is uloar from these figures that 


while Iho iron and stool and wood 
steamers Included, many of very small 
tonnage—river tugs and similar vossolB 
—tho tonnage of tho sailing vessels 
was larger. Hence, tho deduction Is 
fair, that tho vessels that aro now bo- 
lng built aro small steamers for special 
purposes, and largo iron Bailing vessels,
